The Republican contests in the 


midwest between Hiram Johnson 
and Coolidge largely head IIP with 
the coming week's vote. 
Most of 


the states In which the California 
senator held his greatest strength 
four years ago will then have ex- 
pressed themselves. 


With President Coolidge's manag- 


ers already claiming 377 convention 
delegate*, victory in Michigan with 
her 33 delegates, In Illinois with h«>r 
61 and in Nebraska with 19, would 
give him a. total of 490, or but 65 
short of a convention majority. They 
assert that the next ten davs will 
give the president clear control of 
the national convention. 


On the Democratic side, McAdoo 


has made an active fight thru bis 
managers for the Illinois vot».

Statement Follows Donahey's 


Declaration of Investigation

Press.) — Secretary of state Thad 
Rmwn has "a number" of non-sal- 
aried automobile and highway in- 
spectors who tre operating under 
"identification cards" furnished by 
his .office, he admitted 
In * pre- 


pared statement Saturday. 


The statement was In response to 


reports 
that 
truckmen wearing 


badges were being "passed up" by 
inspectors on the highways. 
The 


drivers, it is alleged, tbow their 
badges when stopped by Inspectors 
and aro allowed to go on unmolest- 
ed.In his statement. Secretary Brown 
made no reference to badges, tho 
he previously bad declared he had 
issued no badges except to his sev- 
en regular inspectors. 


Declaring that an appropriation 


by the last general assembly all- 
owed him seven Inspectors and that 
this number is ''unable to cover any 
considerable portion of thp state In 
an efficient manner,'1 the secretary's 
8tatement said: 
BROWN'S STATEMENT 
"Jt IB of supreme Importance to 


the people of Ohio that every driver 
of a motor vehicle shall have his ma- 
ebir.e properly identified as in no 
other way can the highway be made 
safe to tbe traveling public. 


"In order to protect tbe user* of 


the highways and at the same time 
to secure for the state the revenues 
to which it If entitled under the 
law. 
I have appointed a number of 


public spirited men as non-salaried 
inspectors; men who serve without 
compensation of any kind other than 
the knowledge that thpy are perform- 
ng a public duty. Thesfc men havp 
no police powers and make no ar- 
rests. They 
are 
instructed 
that 


when violations of thi law comes to 
:heir notice to report them imme- 
diately to this office and to the lo- 
cal policing officers. 


"That these men have performed 


heir duties efficiently la evidenced 
by tho fact that nev*r in tho hifltoi 
of the state have tlic mo'or vcultl 
aws of Ohio been so generally com 


with

requested these non-salaried inspect 
ori to perform are identical with th 
requests made by th4 various auto

Came word of the discovery of

I guess I worked In 
almost every mining camp in the 
southwest. 


I made many friend*.

Charles A. Canneld, with whom I 
later was to make 'my first oil strike. 
I vet "Al" Fall and we became 
friends. 


And we ha/e been friends—close 


fnendu—for these past 46 years. 
When we were in trouble w* helped 
each other. It'* th* mark of friend- 
ship—so often overlooked by those 
who seek only to criticise and scan- 
dalise. 


In all these yean I hav* never 


known Fall to do a dishonorable act. 
Oar relations—at all times—wero on 
th* highest plane—«j Must b* where 


But while I made many friends in 


th<" old days I didn't 
make 
much 


money. 
Once I fell down a mine 


shaft and broke both legs. 
I wan 


laid up for a long time. I began to 
study law by myself.

When painted upon the 


skin the volatile liquids evaporate, 
leaving a transparent film. 
The 


collodion serves the purpose of an 
impervious 
dressing 
for 
small 


wounds or abrasions. 
It may bs 


made more elastic by adding about 
five drops of glycerin to the ounce 
of flexible collodion. 
It may 
be 


tinted to resemble the skin by add- 
ing a drop or two of saffron or tu- 
meric to the ounce. 


The surface must be perfectly dry 


for collodion to adhere; so it 
can- 


not be applied when there is bleed- 
Ing, oozing or moisture from 
the 


wound, but for most minor cuts and 
abrasions it Is the ideal dressing to 
use immediately after the primary 
disinfection with tincture of iodin. 
One or several 
coats may be ap- 


plied, allowing each to dry 
well. 


Sometimes the film may be rein- 
forced with thin wisps of absorb- 
ent cotton or a single layer of gauze 


I to form a sturdier protective dress- 


ing. 


I 
Cracks in the lips, Bn difficult to 


j heal, should .be painted with lodin 


and then the outer ends drawn to- 
gether and sealed with 
a flexible 


collodion. 


Ragged or toin borders of skin 


about the nails, which are often a 
source 
of 
infection, 
and 
"run- 


arounds" should he swabbed with I 
iodin and covered with a smooth 
collodion film. 


Small scalp wounds may be held 


together by collodion as well as by 
f-titching if the bleeding can 
be 


stopped. 
Surgeons often use a col- 


lodion film as the sole dressing of 
a small oporathe \vound. 


Flexible collodion Is the kind 
to 


use—not plain collodion, which 
is 


too brittle. 
Collodion must be kept 


very tightly corked, and the cork 
or stopper and the inside of the 
neok of the vial kept free from it. 
for the ether vaporates quickly and 


to use a freshly sterilized camel's 
haid brush or a bit ot cotton on the 
end of a toothpick to reach into the 
bottle without smearing the inside 
of the bottle neck. 


Thirty grains of salicylic acid dis- 


solved in half an ounce of flexible 
collodion constitutes 
the 
famous 


"corn cure," which when painted on 
the corn or callus once a day for a 
week or more will cause softening 
so that the com or callus 
comes 


away. 
This same "corn cure" 
is 


nearly as effective for simple warts 
as it is for corns. It is a good plan 
to put a drop of tincture of iodin 
on corn or wart just once before be- 
ginning the use of the 
salicyated 


collodion. 
The 
formula for 
this 


"corn cure," by the way, is more or 
less standard.

FLEXIBLE COLLODION 


Flexible collodion is a polution of. leaves a thick mass^—-which may be 


gun-cotion In alcohol and 
•with a little Canada turpentine and 
castor oil. When painted upon the 
skin the volatile liquids evaporate, 
leaving a transparent film. 
The 


collodion serves the purpose of an 
Impervious 
dressing 
for 
small 


wounds or abrasions. 
It may be 


made more elastic by adding about 
five drops of glycerin to the ounce 
of flexible collodion. 
It may 
be 


tinted to resemble the skin by add- 
ing a drop or two of saffron or tu- 
meric to the ounce. 


The surface must he perfectly dry 


for collodion to adhere; so it can- 
not be applied when there is bleed- 
ing, oozing or moisture from 
the 


wound, but for most miuor cuts and 
abrasions it is the ideal dressing to 
use immediately after the primary 
disinfection with tincture of iodin. 
One or several 
coats may be ap- 


plied, allowing each to dry 
well. 


Sometimes the film may be rein- 
forced with thin wisps of absorb-1 
ent cotton or a singl«. layer of gauze , 
to form a sturdier protective dress- j 
ing.

Ragged or torn borders of skin i

collodion film. 


Small scalp wounds may be held 


together by collodion as well as by 
stitching if the bleeding can 
be 


stopped. 
Surgeons often use a col- 


lodion film as the sole dressing of 
a small operathe wound. 


Flexible collodion Is the kind to 


use—not plain collodion, which 
is 


too brittle. 
Collodion must be kept 


very tightly corked, and the cork 
or stopper and the inside of the 
neck of the vial kept free from it, 
for the ether vaporates quickly and 


• | 
ether, I again dissolved in ether. It is best 


to use a freshly sterilized camel's 
haid brush or a bit of cotton on the 
end of a toothpick to leach into the 
bottle without smearing the inside 
of the bottle neck. 


Thirty grains of salicylic acid dis 


solved in half an ounce of flexible 
collodion constitutes 
the 
famous 


"corn cure," which when painted on 
the corn or callus once a day for a 
week or more will cause softening 
so that the corn or'callus 
comes 


away. This same "corn cure" Is 
nearly as effective for simple warts 
as it is for corns. It is a good plan 
to put a drop of tincture of iodin 
on corn or wart just once before be- 
ginning the use of tha 
sallcyated 


collodion. 
The 
formula for 
this 


"corn cure," by the way, is more or 
less standard.

ear-lobes, imposes unnatural poli«h 
on her finger nails, and tries to

She makes her coiffure deceptive 


and she stoops to the pretense that 
chemical coloring-matter applied to 
the lip and cheek is the red-blooded 
glow of health; she alters the lines 
of her body to suit the exigencies of 
fashion; she forgets her convenient 
timidities and revels la partial nud- 
ity when the same is sanctified by 
social usage, whether It be a rolled 
stocking for the tennis court or the 
bared shoulder for the court of St. 
James's. 


In her campaign to professional- 


ize society she reverts to capricious 
taboos and fetiches, bowing to ex- 
clusions and restraints not based on 
reason and making of the modern 
fashionable wedding, for example, a 
rite as Intrinsically barbaric as the 
"give-away" dance of the Kootenay 
Indians.

upon his running-mate, must pay 
the pln-er. For. whatever her fail- 
ings, she is still the keeper ot bis 
home and the mother of his chil- 
dren—that Is, when h* happens to 
have. cJiildren. For here, too, time 
Is bringing about its change*. Mat- 
ing Is not the instinctive and off- 
handed thing It may once have been. 
And the having of children Is no 
longer a casual enterprise stumbled 
on in blindness even tho accepted 
with courage.

Vou expect the railroad trains to be on time to the minute. 
If they are not, 


it may disarrange your plans and cause bjtter complaint about the service 
londered. 
Likewise, when >ou lift the receiver of the telephone oft the 


h'>ok; \ou expect the familiar response of ''Number Please" immediately, 
•'md if it is not forthcoming, many complaints are heard as to the quality of 
tlie telephone service.1 When jou close the switch, you expect instant re- 
spoilt in the form ot light or power. 


H >ou would appreciate the extent and value of the service rendered you 
'n the public utilities, stop for a moment and think how you would get along 
^nhout them. Suppose no traffic was moved tor a week or two, suppose 
}uir telephone exchange was not in operation for a day,-,a week, a month; 
vnppose you could not get electric light and power; jour whole daily routine 
^ould be interrupted and upset and >ou would be compelled to resort to the 
c\pedients of what we are pleased to call the "good old days" when we 
tiavelled around in stage coaches and had none of the ever} day conveniences 
* hich are a part of our daily life and which are supplied to a great extent by 
public utilities.
